The clothes appeared to 
be serge and the shoes were new. 
The body had on two soHi of un- 
derclothing/ tt had been la' the wa- 
ter apparently about 4-0 days.

"As to this 'dementia Ameri- 
cana.' •' he said, "which prevails 
from the Canadian line to the Gulf 
iM" M. xiio does It wait three years 
and glare at Its enemy and then kill? 
Does thia 'dementia Americana' flaunt 
the woman for whom it kllla for two 
long years through capitals of Eu- 
rope and then kill? 'Dementia Amer- 
icana' never hides behind the skirts 
of a woman. "Demontla Americana' 
never puts a woman on tho stand to 
lay bare her shame in order to pro- 
tect it, Xo woman could be so sub- 
jected In any territory where the 
•dementta Anierleana' prevails." 

Referring to the shooting of White, 
Jerome alluded to Thaw's actions 
aud said: "In ail these acts and 
words is there any evidence that he 
was apostle of tho .\lmlghty striking 
down a demon? No, that developed 
after he had magnificent advice 
from his learned attorneys."

Prom the text "Be it nnto thee 
even as thon wilt" ttlshop Woodcock 
gave a sermon replete wUh the in- 
spiration, power and promise of 

Christianity, ,i nn ^:-.ip;(> of good 
cheer to all "spent runners." "auc- 
cess of life" and "success In life" 
were placed in Juxtaposition and the 
difference plainly shown.
